Wh en America does arriv e, like th e 
belated >h ip s did, some man will say : 
Wh y didn’t y ou sav e my boy s, and a 
moth er will p oint a finger at y ou and 
demand, ‘Wh y didn’t y ou sav e my 
son?’ 
“I fear th e sh ip of State is h eaded 
oward th e ice floes some times. 
It 
wou ld be abou t a s bad for it to go 
down now as it wou ld h av e been for 
it to h av e su nk before th e civ il war.” 

Mr. Williams said th e 
dea th e Men and Religion Forward 
Mov ement bore was th at th e Ch ris­ 
tianizing of th e world is a man's job. 
Th ere are 3 8,000,000

United States wh o h av e nev er seen 
nside a ch u rch . 
Th e ex p ert said th e 
decadence of th e cou ntry ch u rch was 
ilmost as great a p roblem for th e 
mov ement to 
consider, as 
are th e 
p roblems of th e larger cities. 
Dr. Williams said

)f‘ten p rone to ap p ly th e miscroscop i 
rath er th an th e telescop e to religion 
mov ements. 
As an instance h e cite«

i meeting in th e Indianap olis cam 
aign wh ere onlv sev enteen mp n at 


tended. 
Sev eral ap p lied th e micro­ 
scop e, h e said, bu t th ose wh o ap p lied 
th e telescop e learned th at as a resu lt 
of th at meeting 12,000 men in 27 In­ 
dianap olis factories, wh o nev er v isit 
a ch u rch , h av e been reach ed. 
Dr. Williams h ad figu res to sh ow 
th at America is really a foreign mis­ 
sion field, as a million a y ear are im­ 
migrating h ere now. 
He said th e 
menace was not so mu ch th e v olu me, 
bu t th e ch aracter of th e foreigners 
wh o are coming. 
Th e ex p ert p ointed 
ou t th at wh en immigration to Amer­ 
ica first became a fad, th e p eop le wh o 
came h ere were Ch ristian, h ome-lov ­ 
ing Teu tons, wh o benefited th e cou n­ 
try . 
Now h e p ointed ou t, th e immi­ 
grants are from Ru ssia, Italy and th e 
sou th ern p arts of th e continent, and 
th e p er cent of illiterate p eop le is 
v ery great.

severe weather of J anuary , February 
and March is the alleged culprit. The 
winter wheat crop is said to be badly 
damaged by the frigid weather which 
set in just after Christmas and lasteo 
until a few weeks ago. 
Snow is usu­ 
ally welcomed in the winter wheat lo­ 
calities, but this time there 
was too 
much of it. 
It is conceded by those 
who are ex pecting a further rise that 
if the weather should prove moder­ 
ately favorable in the nex t few weeks 
the winter wheat would prove to be 
a much larger y ield than is promised 
under ex isting conditions, while the 
fortunes of the spring wheat are still 
to be determined. 
1 
Nevertheless, it will be remembered 
that the promise of April, 
w'hether 
good or bad, 1- often nullified by the 
performance of the later months. Un­ 
til the latter part of May , 19 11, the 
prospect indicated a record-breaking 
y ield of all the cereals. 
It was be­ 
lieved that even the 
immense corn 
output of 3,125,000,000 
bushels of 
19 10 would be left far behind. 
Un­ 
favorable weather later on, chiefly in 
the form of drought, altered the con­ 
ditions materially , and there was a 
falling off in mo>t of the grain crops. 
O11 the other hand, 
the 
*veathei 
along to J une seemed to portend only ? 
an average cotton y ield, or one con­ 
siderably below that of 19 04. 
But 
the actual harvest turned out to bt 
more than 2,000,000 bales in ex cess 
of that y ear. 
On all sides the early 
prophecies were proven to be mislead 
.ng. 
The y ear as a whole 
was not 
quite so favorable for the country as 
were some previous ones, but it was 
not the farmers who were the suffer- 
! ers. 
The aggregate value of the pro­ 
ducts of the soil for 19 11 was grea t­ 
er than for 19 10, and 
much greatei 
than for any previous 
y ear. 
This 
was because of the 
higher prices. 
The farmer was helped, but the con­ 
sumer was harmed. 
Large crops and 
moderate prices is 
the condition 
which the country likes to see. 
Aug­ 
ust and September may bring 
it, 
despite 
the 
promise 
which 
April 
ma kes.
